M a r y s v i l l e , January 1 2 th .—There is a 
prospect that a good siipplv of natural gas 
may soon be developed in t h e Buttes, a few 
miles back of Sutter City, in Sutter county. 
An old shaft sunk to a d’epth of forty feet'a 
dozen or more years ago by parties prospect­ 
ing for coal and other minerals, struck a 
strong tlow of gas and was abandoned in 
consequence, afcer an explosion had oc­ 
curred which blew off the windless at the 
top of the shaft. Ever since the shaft has 
been giving out gas. The top was covered 
over and a piece of iron pipe inserted, 
through which the escaping gas comes out 
with considerable pressure. 
When lighted 
it burns with a strong flame, or until the 
wind blows it out. 
Formerly the gas was supposed to be of 
no value, but in view of its general em­ 
ployment in Ohio and Pennsylvania for 
light and fuel, and of the establishment of 
the new town of Sutter City in the neigh­ 
borhood, it is proposed to develop the tine 
prospect afforded by the old shaft. 
The owner of the land on which the 
shaft is situated is Eli Davis, a prominent 
citizen of Sutter county, and he means to 
take steps immediately to determine the 
extern of the supply of gas. Seams of 
coal have been found in The Buttes, like­ 
wise traces of o il; also what is supposed to 
be mineral paint and porcelain clay. A 
house has been built from the granitic stone 
quarried near Sutler City. Strong springs 
are found upon the slopes, and it is be­ 
lieved that artesian wells would be a suc­ 
cess in that neighborhood.

Ever since the shaft has 
been giving out gas. The top was covered 
over and a piece of iron pipe inserted, 
through which the escaping gas comes out 
with considerable pressure. 
W hen lighted 
it burns with a strong llame, or until the 
wind blows it out. 
Form erly the gas was supposed to be of 
no value, but in view of its general em­ 
ployment in Ohio and Pennsylvania for 
light and luel, and of the establishment of 
the new town of Sutter City in the neigh­ 
borhood, it is proposed to develop the line 
prospect afforded by the old shaft. 
The owner of the land on which the 
shaft is situated Is Eli Davis, a prom inent 
citizen of Sutter county, and he means to 
lake steps immediately to determine the 
extent of the supply of gas. Seams of 
coal have been found in The Buttes, like­ 
wise traces of o il; also what is supposed to 
be mineral paint and porcelain clay. A 
house has been built from the granitic stone 
quarried near Sutler City. Strong springs 
are found upon the slopes, and it is be­ 
lieved that artesian wells would be a suc­ 
cess in that neighborhood.

IMMIGRATION.

— Senator 
Mitchell delivered a long speech in the Sen­ 
ate this afternoon on the bill to prohibit 
I mnese immigration. 
He recited the his­ 
tory of the Chinese legislation, and said 
that absolute restriction was defeated in the 
last Congress by the report that the State 
Department would negotiate a treaty with 
Cntna that would prohibit all Chinese im ­ 
migration. 
Not only was no treaty nego­ 
tiated, but no steps were taken to make 
such a treaty. The Eastern idea triumphed 
and the administration showed that it was 
not alive to the importance of the question. 


THE YELLOW HORDE. 
He described the gradual invasion of the 
United States during the past fifteen years 
by the Chinese, and said there was to-dav 
hardly a town in the United States that did 
not count Chinese among its population. 
There were over 2,000 Chinese laundries 
alone in New York anil nearly as many in 
Brooklyn, and in these two cities they take 
in nearly $100 000 per ironth. lie said 
there were between 250,000 and 300,000 
Chinese in the United States to d ay ; in 
California about 200,000, Oregon 35,000, 
W ashington Territory 10,000, Montana and 
Idaho 5,000. The Chinese enter the British 
provinces by simply paying a head tax of 
$50, and the proposition is pending in the 
Dominion Parliam ent to repeal the tax. 
Should that be done all the Restriction Acts 
could not prevent an invasion of the Chi­ 
nese across the northern borders of the 
United States. 


c h in a ’s INVASION SCHEMES. 
He spoke of the scheme of Chinese in ­ 
vasion as recited in the history of the past, 
and China’s attem pt to control Corea. 
Mitchell said Oregon could not escape its 
share of responsibility for failure to act on 
the immigration question. The voice of 
the people of the Pacific coast, irrespective 
ot party, had been stifled and suppressed 
in both houses of Congress and treated 
with but little less than private scorn. As 
long as there was any probability of a 
modification of the treaty it was not wise 
that an Act of Congress should strike down 
treaty stipulations, but when it was found 
that the Administration was doing noth­ 
ing, Congress should have moved m the 
matter, 
ft did not, however, and the bills 
introduced in the last Congress were sm oth­ 
ered in committee. He recited the history 
of the conflict between customs officials 
and the United States Courts in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
APPEALS IGNORED. 
H e criticised the Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee for its failure to report favorably his 
resolution of last session for the abrogation 
of the treaty. Over 100,000 men from the 
Pacific coast had petitioned for legislation 
on the subject, and no heed was paid by 
the Foreign Relations Committee to their 
respectful demand. 
He hoped the Foreign 
Affairs Committee this session would give 
the subject the attention its importance 
demantled. All the reports about pending 
negotiations in the last Congress for a new 
treaty with China was simply 


A DIPLOMATIC RUSE 
Intended to defeat anti-Chinese legislation 
and to pass the Chinese indem nity bill. 
He explained to the Senate the provisions 
of his exclusion bill and discussed its va­ 
rious sections. 
He contended that Con­ 
gress had the power to abrogate the pro­ 
visions of the treaty, and cited various 
opinions to justify his position.

W a s h in g to n , January 12th.—At the con­ 
clusion of Mr. Wilson’s argument before 
the Supreme Court to-day, representing the 
State of California in the railroad tax case, 
Senator Edmunds, of counsel for the com­ 
pany, addressed the Court. The defend­ 
ants contended that the action of the local 
authorities in levying taxes on railroads in 
the manner which it did was equivalent to 
the State taxing a Government agency and 
levying a tax upon an interstate commerce 
organization. 
The Pacific railroads, he 
contended, were Government institutions, 
and its agency, because elected by the Uni­ 
ted States to transport its mails and m uni­ 
tions of war, and were interstate, rather 
than local corporations, because of the 
operation of lines of railway from Ogden 
through Utah. Nevada and California, and 
the law of California relative to taxation 
did not contemplate such a classification of 
property as had been made. The action of tl a 
Board of Equalization, he contended, was 
discriminating against the property of a 
corporation and within the inhibition of 
the Fourteenth Amendment of the Consti­ 
tution of the United States. 
Senator Evarts followed 
Senator Ed­ 
munds, and spoke an hour and a half, 
elaborating the principles Edmunds had 
laid down. 
Creel Haymond spoke for half an hour 
before the Court adjourned. 
He answered 
W ilson's proposition, in his opening for 
the State, that the State had a right to dis­ 
criminate against corporations within its 
bounds, because the corporations had re­ 
ceived benefits and privileges denied in­ 
dividuals. 
Haymond contended that the 
contrary of this proposition was true. Any 
person in California could exercise all the 
rights exercised by the Central Pacific that 
was derived from the State. The right of 
eminent domain was not exercised in favor 
of corporations, but for any person in 
charge of a public use. 
Any individual 
niight own and operate a line of railroad 
in the Siate, and no corporation can pre­ 
vent it. 
To-morrow the Court will divide the 
four hours between Haymond, represent­ 
ing the company, and Attorney-General 
Johnson, representing the State. *

Dawes, from the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, reported a bill authorizing the ap­ 
pointm ent of Superintendent of Indian 
schools. 
The resolution offered by Chandler on 
January 10th. instructing the Committee 
on Judiciary to inquire into the suppression 
of votes of colored citizens of Jackson, 
Miss., at the recent municipal elections in 
that city, aDd into the alleged participation 
in such suppression by the United States 
District Attorney, Deputy Collector of In ­ 
terna! Revenue and Deputy United States 
Marshal, was taken up and Chandler ad­ 
dressed the Senate in explanation and sup­ 
port of it. 
H e detailed at length the 
alleged methods that were pursued to in­ 
tim idate the negro voters, ami in conclusion 
said this had all happened iu a State which 
was seeking tu-day to have an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court to aid in 
parsing on the validity of constitutional 
amendments. 
Riddleberger rem arked that there was 
no concealment of the fact, that the reso- 


I lution was intended to affect m atters that 
• ought to be considered only in executive 
’ session, and he gave notice that us to him ­ 
self he would vote for the confirmation of 
Lamar. 
W ilkins then demanded the previous 
question on the third reading of the bill. 
On the division the roll was in favor of 
sustaining the demand, and the ayes and 
noes were ordered, pending which the op­ 
ponents of the bill resorted to filibustering 
tactics. 
Motions to adjourn consumed the re­ 
mainder of the morning hour in which the 
bill was being considered, and the matter 
went over. 
It will probably be further con­ 
sidered to-morrow. 
Townshend also reported back the Bou- 
telle " battle (lag ’’ resolution as amended 
by the Committee on Military Affairs. Bou- 
tellc said^ he had no objection to the amend­ 
ments.

After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
T h e H o u se . 
Washington, January 12th.—On motion 
of Rogers of Arkansas the bill was passed 
to punish robbery, burglary and larcenv in 
Indian Territory. 
I t fixes' the maximum 
punishment at $1.000 line and fifteen years’ 
imprisonment. 
W ilkins of Ohio, under instructions from 
the Committee on Banking and Currency, 
called up for present consideration the bill 
providing^ for the issue of circulating notes 
to the National 
Banking 
Associations. 
Wilkins stated that under this measure the 
national banks, if they saw fit, might in ­ 
crease their circulation to the extent of 10 
per cent. There was in theTreasury, secu­ 
rity for the circulation of $167,000.000, 
United States bonds to the amount of $189,­ 
000,000. 
If this bill should become a law, 
the circulation of the national hanks would 
be increased, in round numbers. $21,000,000. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole for the consideration of the 
Senate bill fixing the salary of the Com­ 
missioner of Fish and Fisheries at $5,00o 
per annum . 
After brief remarks, the com­ 
mittee rose and the bill was passed. 
The Speaker laid before the House a 
message from the President, transmitting 
an invitation of the French Government to 
the Government of the United States to 
participate in the Exposition to be held in 
Paris in 1889 to commemorate the taking 
of the Bastile.

FOBEIGN 
TOPICS. 


T he Lick Observatory has been at last 
completed. 
The great telescope is in 
place, and already photographs have been 
taken through it of celestial bodies. At 
least two important discoveries were made 
on the first night of its use—one a star not 
heretofore numbered in the astronomical 
atlas, and the fact that one of the divis­ 
ions on the outer ring of Saturn has been 
located too far in by astronomers to this 
date. At the inauguration of the great 
instrument there were present astronomers 
from Rochester and Cincinnati, Alvan B. 
Clark, one of the finishers of the great ob­ 
jective, and Mr. Swansey, of Cleveland, 
who constructed the great tube and its 
delicate machinery, and others, besides 
the local force under Professor Holden. 
The inauguration of the great telescope is 
an event of much importance to Califor­ 
nia. She now possesses unquestionably 
the finest observatory in the world and 
the most jsiwerful telescope. The Board 
of Regents of the State University has 
assumed jurisdiction over the property. 
The Lick Estate Trustees have lieen very 
faithful in carrying out the wishes of the 
donor of the property, and are entitled to 
public recognition for administering with 
such skill a very difficult task. There has 
been under consideration a proposition to 
have some sort of a celebration of the 
event of completion and the turning over 
of the keys, which will take place in a 
few days. It will be better to allow the 
transfer to take place quietly. Such a 
work as the great observatory would com­ 
mand in its honor a far greater demonstra­ 
tion on the occasion than is possible to 
now arrange. The work itself cannot he 
made more prominent by ceremonial, or 
its infinite itiqiortance to the world em­ 
phasized hv any ordinary manifestations of 
public satisfaction.

EXPRESSIONS OF THE PRESS. 


S e n a t o r H a i.k has opened tiie debate 
ujKtn the President’s civil service policy 
with vigor. No official ever accepter! a 
trust under more explicit pledges to main­ 
tain the integrity of civil service reform 
than President Cleveland. It is a fact no 
one will venture to deny that those 
pledges alone secured him his election. 
They carried over to him a large body of 
the pioneers in civil service reform, mis­ 
takenly, we think, hut certainly with the 
effect of electing Mr. Cleveland. Rut his 
performance has not kept abreast with his 
promise in this matter. The Civil Service 
Reform Association, of which George XV 
Curtis is the chief, at its meeting last fall, 
did not hesitate to express its great disap­ 
pointment at the course of the adminis­ 
tration, nor fail 
to say that the 
pledges had not been loyally kept. The 
President, however sincere in his pre-elec­ 
tion declarations upon the question, found, 
when once in office, that his party, though 
it had in its platform professed friendli­ 
ness to the civil service law, «lid not mean 
it. The leaders of the party made verv 
little, if any, concealment of the fact that 
they proposed to make the law a 
cover for the old doctrine, “ to the victors 
belong the spoils.' Indeed, so unconcealed 
were their views that in the first Congress 
to which President Cleveland sent a mes­ 
sage three hills, originating on the Demo- 
erotic side, were introduced for the repeal 
o! the law, and two or three for its con­ 
struí tion in such a way as to confine the 
operations of the reform to Democratic 
•aspirants, and to cripple and limit the 
work of the Civil Service Commission gen­ 
erally. .Senator Hale’s exhibit of figtires> 
showing the vast numl>er of displacements 
ot official servants by the present adminis­ 
tration, amounts to this, that in all the de­ 
partments of the Government eight-tenths 
and more of removals have been made to 
fill the places with Democratic aspirants 
and we have Mr. Hale for authority that 
Government officials, in the very face of 
the prohibitory law, are still assessed for 
Jtolilical purposes. If any one of note has 
been punished or rebuked for these viola- 
lations of the law, the country has yet to 
learn of it. 


T he San Francisco Call objects to the 
designation of “ a hill to promote mendi­ 
cancy,” applied by the New York Post to 
the proposed law to extend Federal aid to 
State schools. 
It declares that it cer­ 
tainly is not a hill to produce such effects. 
The chief objection it finds to the meas­ 
ure is that “ it would tend to remove the 
public schools farther from the control of 
the people, and that distribution of the 
Federal money by Federal agents would 
tend to subvert the authority of the State 
over its schools.” It appears to us that by 
these very statements our contemporary 
justifies the Posts designation of the hill. 
W hat the New York journal means by the 
charge that it would promote mendicancy 
is that it would tend to destroy self-help­ 
fulness and to cultivate a disposition to 
lean upon the Federal Government; to 
neglect a duty incumbent upon the people 
of each State ; to become content with hav­ 
ing that done for them which for their 
own good they should do for themselves. 
This would certainly beget a dependence 
which might very appropriately he styled 
State medicancy. While the Post never 
meant that it would make beggars and 
mendicants of the people of the South as 
individuals, it does mean that it would put 
the people in their aggregated capacity as 
communities, in an attitude several degrees 
below that of the i>etisioner, and not far 
removed from that of tho helplessness that 
results from non-exer i?e of the ability to 
Be self-helpful.

THE STATE’S HEALTH. 
M onthly R eport of the Secretary of the 
State H oard of H ealth. 
Dr. Gerrard G. Tyrrell, permanent Secre­ 
tary of the California State Board of Health, 
has issued his circular for the month of 
December. He says: 
Mortality reporls received from sixty- 
eight cities and towns for tbe month of De­ 
cember indicate a slightly increased death- 
rate over the mortality reported in Novem­ 
ber; in the latter month the percentage 
per thousand in the month being 1 54 in a 
population estimated at 754,95* ; wnereas, 
in December, in an estimated population oi 
608,800, tbe deaths numbered 1,053, giving 
a percentage per thousand in the month of 
1.73. The increased mortality may fairly 
be attributed to the greater prevalence of 
pulmonary diseases, including croup and 
diphtheria as affecting the air passages, and 
typhoid fever and diarrbiea and dysentery 
as affecting the alimentary canal. " 
The number of deaths reported are as 
follows: Consumption, 173; acute pneu­ 
monia, 110; acute bronchitis, 27; conges­ 
tion of lungs, 4; diarrbiea and dysentery, 
12; cholera infantum, 9; other diseases of 
tbe stomach and bowels, 23; croup, 30; 
diphtheria, 29; scarlet fever, 3; measles, 17; 
small-pnx, 13; whooping cough, 2; typlio- 
malarial fevers, 6; typhoid fever, 54; re­ 
mittent and intermittent fevers, 5; cerebro­ 
spinal fevers, 18; cancer, 28; erysipelas. 5; 
heart diseases, 61; alcoholism.'17; other 
causes, 401. Total, 1,053. 
X’ery many of the deaths caused by con­ 
sumption occurred in strangers visiting the 
coast in hopes of benefit from the climate. 
PREVAILING DISEASES. 
Reports received front nitietv-two locali­ 
ties in different parts of the State indicate 
that disease prevails toagreaterextent than 
usual at this season of the year. This is 
especially noticeable in diseases affecting 
the respiratory organs, pneumonia, bron­ 
chitis, and influenza being almost epidemic 
in many localities. 
Diarrhica a ad dysentery are mentioned 
with frequency in reports received from 
Tulare, Newcastle. Wheatland, Downey. 
Etna Mills, Millville, Fresno, Sonoma. 
Knight’s Ferry, Santa Cruz, Sissons, Ar- 
buckle, Jolon, and Modesto. 
Measles prevail very extensively through­ 
out the State. They’ are noticed in San 
Francisco, Sacramenta. Calistogi, bower 
Lake. Davis, Downey, Cottonwood, Mer­ 
ced, Fresno, Ukiah, Calico, Sausalito, Oak­ 
land, Alameda, Lockeford, Auburn. Hop- 
land. Truckee, Colton, Pomona, Red Bluff, 
Gridley, Sissons, Arbuckle, Mariposa, Wea- 
verville, XX’oodland, Berkeley, Hill s F'errv, 
Modesto, and Elk Grove. 
Scarlet fever is mentioned in Cottonwood. 
Lemoore, Sacramento, Red Bluff, Potnona, 
Sissons, Arbuckle, F'orest Hill, Livermore, 
Oakland, and San Francisco. 
Diphtheria seems to be spreading 
throughout the State. It is quite prevalent 
in Sacramento,San Francisco, Oakland, and 
Amador City ; it is also mentioned as pres­ 
ent in XVatsonville, Berkeley, St. Helena, 
Santa Cruz, Fresno, Maxweil, Redwood, 
Etna Mills, Truckee, Igo, Sissons, Suisun 
Livermore, Cloverdale, Biges, and XX’ood­ 
land. 
Pneumonia prevails very generally, and 
is reported in San Francisco, Oakland, Al­ 
ameda. Sacrainen'.o, Watsonville, San Jose, 
Bakerfield, St. Helena, Fresno, Letuoore, 
Bodie, Susanville, Trukee, Yreka, Cedar- 
ville, Los Angeles, Pomona, Suisun, Hill's 
Ferry, Modesto and Woodland. 
Small-pox is slowly but surely dissemi­ 
nating itself throughout the State. It has 
been declared epidemic in San F’rancisco ; 
is present in a sporadic form in Alameda, 
Solano, Marin, Sonoma, San Joaquin, 
Butte, Contra Costa, Nevada, Siskiyou, 
Lake and Sierra counties. This scattering 
of so contagious a disease as small-pox over 
so large a section of the State indicates its 
source as being front a common center 
where disease gernts are in abundance, and 
are thence conveyed by visitors iu their 
system, or in their clothing, to be developed 
as they reach their several homes. All the 
cases, so far as known, trace their origin to 
San Francisco. In Sierra Citv the disease 
assumed epidemic proportions" there being 
no less than nineteen cases in that town. 
We may expect a like result in other towns 
as the disease progresses. The history of 
smallpox in this and other States is about 
the same. For a number of vears the dis­ 
ease is absent. Then negligence takes the 
place of vigilance and 
VACCINATION IS DEFERRED 
Until the number thus unprotected has 
assumed such large proportion that small­ 
pox. if introduced, is supplied with an over­ 
abundance of ma'erial susceptible to con­ 
tagion, so that the disease in a short time 
assumes an epidemic form, until all the 
available sources of supply are exhausted, 
and every unprotected person attacked. 
XX e are just now emerging from this period 
ot quiescence throughout the State, the 
material for infection is abundant, and 
smaJ pox is abroad. 
Theretore. without 
general vaccination throughout California, 
we cannot possible escape the result of our 
negligence. The smail-p jx of to day is the 
same small pox described bv Procopius 
nearly fourteen hundred years a go , that 
decimtnated and laid waste the Eastern 
world ; and if material is furnished as then, 
its ravages are no less sure. 
The Board of 
Health again reiterates its advice to vacci­ 
nate all unprotected persons, and to re- 
vaccinaie those, the protective power of 
whose vaccination may have become im­ 
paired through lapse of time. Do not wait 
until small-pox invades the community in 
which you live before availing yourself of 
the only preventive means that exists to! 
avoid the disease. It may then be too late. ' 
and yourself be the first victim to the , 
malady. Above all, pay no attention to j

T h e In vu ln erab le H enry A. A p p ears B e­ 
fore th e B ar o f -Inotice A gain . 
Tw o sessions were held in the Police 
Court yesterday, and in both appeared som e 
very interesting cases. 
"H en ry A . Caul­ 
field, charged w ith disturbing the peace,” 
said th e Court. 
Mr. Caulfield, who was sit­

Caulfield, although he had ac­ 
quitted the defendant of assault w ith a 
deadly weapon. 
Mr. Caulfield, In a m ild tone, rem arked 
th at if that was th e case he w anted to be 
tried in som e other Court, w here he could 
get tw elve decent m en to act as jurors. 
He 
said it was the tw elfth suit w hich had been 
brought against him , and he wished a con­ 
tinuance u n til next Tuesday.

discussion Judge B uckley said he would 
notify the M ayor to select a Justice to pre­ 
side at the trial, and set the date as the de­ 
fendant requested.

The canal acts as a 
drain for all that portion of the countv lying 
between the north and cast levees, the Sacra­ 
mento \ alley Railroad track on the south and 
the city of Sacramento on the west. In addi­ 
tion several parties living along the canal, out­ 
side as well as inside the city limits, use it as a 
receptacle for their cesspools and vaults. The 
stench arising irom the canal is intolerable, and 
it has already been the means of hastening the 
death of one estimable lady, and the cause of 
tne sickness of a great many others living in 
the vicinity can be traced to it. In its present 
loul condition, no better trap could exist for 
1 
£erms of cholera, and, unless 
abated, it w ill breed disease the coming sum­ 
mer that will prostrate most every one living in 
its immediate vicinity. 
We being large contributors toward the county 
tax, think as the caual acts as a draiu more for 
the county than the city—that your honorable 
body will act with the Trustees in having the 
same arched with brick and covered with 
earth, tn its present condition it is a disgrace, 
and menaces the health of every one in this 
city, and your petitioners hope your honorable 
body will act at once to have this evil abated. 
It is understood that if th e Supervisors 
will hear part of the expense the city 
will co-operate w ith them in doing w hat 
is asked. 
A com m ittee,consisting of Messrs. A lsip, 
W eil and Farnsw orth, was appointed to 
draft a constitution for the perm anent or­ 
ganization of th e Association.

h o u r’s talk then ensued am ong those pres­ 
ent previous to adjournm ent, w hich was 
taken for a week.

Then, on resuming his journey 
to Los Angeles, after leaving here he must p ly 
full local fare, notwithstanding the feet that he 
originally purchased a ticket good for passage to 
Los Angeles. 
Inquiry at the ticket and baggage officts 
in this city discloses the fact tliat there is 
not a pirticle of truth in th e whole com­ 
plaint. 
T he tickets purchased at the East 
for Los Angeles, via Sacram ento, are good 
by way of Stockton and L atkrop and thence 
dow n the Southern Pacific. 
It is not good 
for a trip to San Francisco and thence back 
to Lathrop, and was not so claim ed nor 
supposed to be when bought. 
If the holder 
of such a ticket desires, after he gets to Sac­ 
ram ento, to go to San Francisco and then 
via the Southern Pacific, 
his 
through 
ticket is not interfered with, b ut he is re­ 
quired to provide h im self w ith a-íocal ticket 
to San Francisco and back to Lathrop, and 
can then travel again from there on with 
his through ticket, if it is n ot lim ited and 
tim e expired. 
If he wishes to take his 
baggage to San Francisco he can do so on 
his local ticket. T here is, therefore, no 
tru th w hatever in th e statem ent above 
quoted.

The Yiticultural Beard claims to have 
ascertained, says the Call, that the total 
shipm ent of California wine in 188” was 
0,421,000 gallons, as against 5,217,000 in 
1886, an increase of 1,204,000 gallons, or 
about 25 per cent. 
It also estimates that 
the home consumption increased 800,000 1 ele 
gallons. In other words, it reckons that we 
’ " 
must expect an annual increase to the de­ 
mand for our wine equal to 2,000,000 gal­ 
lons a year, which requires an increased 
acreage of 8,000 acres per year. 
If our 
wine-growers neglect to plant this acreage 
the supply of wine will fall short of the 
demand, and the development of this re­ 
source will be arrested. 
The danger is rather apparent than reai. 
Tite total acreage in bearing vines was esti­ 
mated in 1887 at 121,100 acres, and it was 
ratlier guessed than actually ascertained 
that it was increasing at the rate of 17 per 
cent, per annum .

them to pay* more attention to the im ­ 
provement of their 
methods in wine­ 
making. 
Mischief is being done by the circulation 
of erroneous estimates of the yield of vine­ 
yards in this State. It is quite common to 
hear stories of crops of eight and even ten 
tons of grapes being taken off lands in the 
southern counties. These are exaggera­ 
tions which are sure to recoil disastrously. 
It is doubtful whether any grape land can 
be relied upon to produce’ over three tons of 
sound grapes to the acre. 
In some singu­ 
larly well-situated localities crops of four or 
five tons are harvested. But the Eastern 
man who settles here to make wine had 
better base his calculations on an average 
yield of three tons to the acre. If his plants 
have been well chosen this yield will give 
him all the profit he ought to expect. 
The wine men continue to assert that the 
crop of 1887 will not reach lli.UOO.OOO gal­ 
lons, as against, 19,500,000 in 1 '86. It may 
he so. But such calculations coming at a 
time when thecrop is ready for market must 
be subject to suspicion. The acreage hav­ 
ing been 121,000 acres, at even two tons to ¡ 
the acre the crop would have amounted to 
242,000 tons. Deduct 25,090 tons for raisin 
dollar 
grapes and table fruit and we have 217,000 nishes 
tons left for wine. A ton of grapes ought 
to yield 130 gallons of wine. Thus, 217,000 
tons should yield 28,210.000 gallons of wine, 
of which onc-iifth would go to the distillery*.
